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The New Bridge 


Rocky Mountait House people are cele- 
brating for the same reason the people of Ed- 
monton celebrated about forty-five years 
ago. A bridge has been built across the North 
Saskatchewan there, as was done here. 

There, however, the larger trading com- 
munity is located on the south side of the 
river. The bridge will facilitate the extensive 
lumbering operations which are carried on 
north of the river, give easy access to the 
town for people living there, and fill a gap in 
the highway from Red Deer to Nordegg. The 
undertaking, which was carried through by 
the Provincial Government, is fully justified 
by these local and immediate benefits. 

In future, however, the bridge will also 
serve a wider purpose. It is only fifty miles 
or less from Nordegg to the sky-line highway 
running from Jasper to Banff. The province 
is committed to extend the present road from 
Nordegg to join this mountain highway with- 
in the next five years, 

When this missing link is filled in, circle 
routes will be opened up by which motorists 
from Edmonton and Calgary can visit the 
mountains and return over a_ week-end, 
travelling through different country every 
mile of the way. People in central Alberta 
will have direct access to the mountain 
parks. And a third highway inlet to the great 
mountain play-ground will be available to 
motor tourists generally. 

The new route will undoubtedly be popu- 
lar, for it will lead directly to the famous ice 
fields. The bridge at Rocky Mountain House 
is a substantial advance contribution to the 
opening of the new highway inlet to the 
wonderland of Canada. 


Child Law - Breakers 


More than usually interesting at this 
time is the promise given in the Speech from 
the Throne that the provincial legislature is 
to take up the question of helping municipal- 
ities to provide “satisfactory homes for the 
detention of children found guilty of com- 
mitting offences against the law”, 

The need is apparent. How best to deal 
with it is not so plain. “‘Reformatories” in 
some of the other provinces have not always 
lived up to their name. Some “homes” have 
also fallen into disrepute. 

But some sort of detention places will 
obviously have to be provided in Alberta. 
Not so much because children are wayward, 
as because in cases there is no hope of induc- 
ing their parents to discipline them, And in 
other cases because one or other parent is 
dead or missing, or the home a wreck. In 
such instances the youngsters have to be 
taken in hand as wards of the public, both 
for humane reasons and to prevent them 
becoming public enemies as they grow older. 

Detention is of course only one of several 
things required. Training in morals and 
social obligations is another, Education, with 
a view to making the children self-dependent 
and useful citizens, is vital. There is no 
cleavage in public opinion on the urgency of 
this rescue and corrective work being done. 

The question is how to go about it, in 
what kind of institutions, where located, and 
how administered, Part of the assistance the 
province is to give to the municipalities could 
well take the form of a model plan, drawn 
by experts in the light of experience else- 
where in Canada in dealing with child law- 
breakers, 


Reaction at Moscow 


On Friday last Prime Minister King an- 
nounced that some person or persons in the 
employ of the Dominion Government had 
given secret information to a representative 
or representatives of some foreign power, 
unnamed. A Royal Commission was at work 
unearthing the particulars, and the Mounted 
Police were taking action to identify the of- 
fending officials and bring them to trial. 

On Wednesday an official note was hand- 
ed to the Canadian charge d’affairs at Mos- 
cow; and a broadcast was permitted over the 
Moscow radio, bearing on this subject. 

The broadcaster admitted that Russia 
had obtained some information from Canad- 
jan citizens—civil servants or others not 
Stated—and assumed this to be the “leak- 
age” in question, The information was not of 
any value, he said, But because his part in 
the affair had been in some way “inadmis- 
sable” the Russian military attache at Ot- 
tawa had been recalled. 

Further, he complained that Moscow 
should have been consulted before the Prime 
Minister's announcement was made, And 
offered the suggestion that the “spy story” 
had been released to draw attention away 
from some things M. Vishinsky said at the 
United Nations conference, 

The basic facts speak for themselves, It 
is the business of the Canadian Government, 
not Moscow, to discipline Canadian civil 
servants, and to report to the people of Can- 
ada when such action is being taken. 

The innocuous information so casually 
given to the innocent—but recalled—M. Sab- 
otin, may or may not have been the informa- 
tion in question; he may not even have been 
the man to whom the “secret” advice was 
given; mor Russia the foreign power to which 
it wag relayed, If Russia has been unofficial- 
ly assumed to be the power concerned, as 
Moscow says it is, that is because Russia's 

’ 
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course at London laid it,open to suspicion in 
priority to any other country. 

M. Vishinsky tried to bulldoze his way 
through the Assembly and the Security 
Council in a manner without precedent in 
international gatherings. His tactics boomer- 
anged, and left Russia with less confidence 
abroad than it has had at any time within 
the last five years. 

The damage thus done to Moscow’s well- 
deserved war won prestige and to world 
solidarity is not to be undone by a further 
exhibition of the bullying attitude—observ- 
able in the censor-approved broadcast on the 
espionage incident. 


The Saskatchewan Plan 


A bill before the Saskatchewan legisla- 
ture proposes to raise the cost of an automo- 
bile license $5, and the cost of a driver's 
license $1, The money thus collected would 
be placed in an insurance fund. From this 
fund any motorist or pedestrian injured in a 
motor accident would be paid benefits, which 
might run to $5,000. 

This is the substance of the compulsory 
insurance scheme announced by the Govern- 
ment some time ago. The plan was worked 


out by a special committee which spent | 


several months studying the problem. 

One off-hand criticism might be that the 
$5 assessment per car per year seems to be 
a high premium. Accident damages must 
run to large figures in that province if this 
levy is required. 

The news summary seems to imply that 
there is to be no “means test”, and that any 
injured n will draw from the fund 
regardless of whether or not he needs the 
money, 80 long as he is not responsible for 
the accident in which he received injury. 

A good many motorists, particularly 
those who use the roads little, are apt to 
think the flat assessment plan is not fair to 
them; that those who drive most should pay 
most, 

These details aside, the idea behind the 
bill is very likely to crop out in legislation 
in the other provinces. For the reason that 
it is obviously unfair that a person who is 
struck down by a car, or a driver who is in- 
jured by the fault of some other driver, 
should have to suffer the financial set-back 
when the party responsible has no means and 
carries no insurance.

NERVOUSNESS MAY BE | 
RELIEVED 


One of the curious things about | 
nervousness is the wide variety of | 
symptoms which the patients may 
develop. It is certainly true that 
the patient may be troubled with 
almost any symptom seen in the 
different diseased condition. 

When the symptoms centre chief- 
ly around a disturbance of diges- 
tion the patient may be told he has 
“Nervous Indigestion,” while if they 
centre around the heart, he will 
receive a diagnosis of “Nervous | 
Heart Trouble.” 

The nervous system in a man/| 
is very complex, consisting of the| 
brain and other nerve centres, con- 
nected together by many hundreds 
of nerves going to all parts of the 
body. Probably there are more than 
three billion nerve cells included | 
in the nervous system each capable 
of transmitting messages or im- 
pulses. Local irritation or inflama- 
tion may affect the nerve cells ad- 
jacent to such conditions and it is 
also true that such irritation may 
have a decided effect upon many 
of the other nerves by reflex action. 

Fortunately, disease of the nerve 
cells is rare; what is called nervous- 
ness has its origin in a mental or 
physical irritation which makes the 
nerves act up. Nervousness may 
arise from a number of causes and 
permanent relief is best secured by 
finding the causes and removing 
hem. 

Usually the nervous patient is 
actually aware of sensation and 
any unusual or unfamiliar sensa- 
tion may capture his attention to 
such an extent that he is overly 
influenced by it. For example if! 
the heart beat is a little fast he 
will notice the deviation where a/ 
more phlegmatic individual would 
not pay much attention to it, In 
general it may be said that what- 
ever he feels, he feels keenly, 
whether this is a feeling of pain, 
or weakness, or tirednegs, or of 
headache. 

Most nervous patients find that 
the more they think about them- 
selves, the worse they feel, whereas 
when their attentions are distracted 
to events outside of themselves they 
often experience a period when 
their symptoms leave them alone. 

The typical nervous patient has | 
a fear of losing his mind, and this 
fear may be consciously entertained 
or may remain more or less secret. 
It is therefore wise to reassure the 
nervous person on this point, assur-

He was missed on the return 
of the father who ran back into the burning house and took the 
child from his bed in a dazed and badly burned condition.

‘Soupy Mess’ 
Only Result 
Butter Recipe 


VANCOUVER, Feb. 22—(CP)— 
Vancouver housewives who tested 
a recipe of a Toronto women to 
make 2 1-3 pounds of butter from 
one pound by adding a bit of salt 
and sugar and five cups of hot 
water complained to newspapers 
that only a “soupy mess” resulted. 

MRS. A. E. ENGLAND said she 
followed directions exactly and 
produced a “soupy, watery liquid 
with some small chunks of butter 
on top.” 

Local restaurateurs, however 
said there was nothing wrong with 
the recipe and they were using 
it regularly as a matter of routine, 
sometimes using milk instead of | 
water. They warned, however, 
that it required a deft touch. The | 
water or milk used must be just | 
the right temperature—not too | 
hot or too cold. Most old-time 
stretchers agree on “about warm” 
for the liquids. | 

THEIR CHOICE recipe: Melt | 
two pounds of butter carefully | 
until smooth. Add pint of high- 
grade milk, a pinch of salt. Melt 
milk in slowly and “work it in,” 
Then freeze the mixture until it 
sets. 

Result: three pounds of butter. 

The mixture should be just | 
“warmed” and mixed gradually, 
It will not keep so well as ordin- 
ary butter if not stored in a re- 
frigerator.

Mr. Moore urged that exemptions 
for income taxes be widened go that 
incomes of $1,200 to $1,500 for single 
men and $2,000 for married men 
would not be subject to levy.

WHILE THERE are nearly 250,- 
000° Canadians drawing unemploy- 
ment insurance, or out-of-work 
benefits, there are nearly 90,000 
jobs unfilled because there are no 
suitable persons available to fill 
them. 

In other words, althougth in- 
@ustry is geared to provide us with 
the Utopia of which we dream, 
we are not capable of providing 
industry with the skilled labor re- 
quired to enable them to pay off. 

This shortage of skilled labor 
did not arise because our people 
lack the desire or ability to acquire 
the necessary skill. It arises be- 
cause no provision has been made 
to permit this generation to acquire 
the skills required of them in our 
modern economy, Part of this can 
be attributed to the circumstances 
surrounding the depression. Part 
of it can be attributed to the fact 
that nearly one million of our 

ung men have been involved in 

@: war for the past six years, But 

asically the reason for it is our 

failure to foresee this demand and 
to plan for it. 

AT THE PRESENT time we are 
woefully lacking in training schools 
and facilities, Even those schools 
which we have are short of the 
tools and equipment they require 
to do the job expected of them. 
And their job has not yet been 
properly integrated with our pres- 
ent and future requirements, We 
are still trying to “muddle through” 
without any idea of where we are 
trying to go. That may have work- 
ed for Britain—but when the Brit- 
ish say they are “muddling 
through” you usually find that that 
is merely their modest way of say- 
ing “everything is proceeding ac- 
cording to plan.” 

Our apprenticeship system, which 
suits both the journeymen and their 
employers in many of the construc- 
tion trades, is antiquated, uneco- 
nomical, obsolete and just plain 
stupid, In mahy of the trades, ex- 

journeyment average well 

50 years of age. Although they 

ve only ten to 15 years of useful 

life abead of them, under present 

arangements it will require 25 

years to train replacements for 
them. 

IT 18 POSSIBLE that our system 
of free enterprise, left to its own 
resources, might have worked out 
a solution to our problems by the 
simple application of the laws of 
supply and demand.
